


Goldmann Denies Call 
For Israel Neutrality

NEW YORK (NJP)—Dr. Na- 
hum Goldmann, World Zionist 
Organization president, denied 
this week that he had proposed 
Israel adopt a neutral policy in 
the East-West power struggle. 

He told an American Zionist 
Council meeting here what he 
called for was a big power agree- 
ment to neutralize the Middle 
East as was done in Korea, 
Indo-China and Europe. 

HE DEBUNKED the _ furor 
and charges of his critics by 
agreting that Israel, as a de- 
mocracy is committed with every 
fibre to the free world and its 
cultural and emotional commit- 
ments is Western-oriented. 

He claimed that the East-West 
eold war in the Middle-East has 
worsened Arab-Israel peace pos- 
sibilities more than ever before, 
and has reduced any understand- 
ing that developed over the past 
10 years. 


that Goldmann plans to present 
his views on Middle-East neu- 
trality to American political 
leadership either before or after 
his forthcoming trip to Europe 
in January. 

GOLDMAN expressed optimis- 
tic views about the possibility of 
large immigration from behind 
the Iron Curtain countries, but 
wondered if the present financial 
income of world Jewry would 
cover the demand. 

He claimed that mobilization 
of proper effort was hindered 
by the fact that Diaspora and 
specifically American Jews were 
only helpers by supporting funds, 
and that they do not really carry 
the responsibility of the burden. 

Disagreeing with Prime Min- 
ister Ben-Gurion by name, he 
said that Diaspora Jews must 
be the actual builders by as- 
suming more responsibility in 
the development of Israel.

MIAMI, Fila. (NJP) — The 
kashrut controversy here boiled 
as confused Miami housewives 
were offered kosher poultry and 
meat supervision by two separ- 
ate Vaads this week. 
For more than a year and a 
half the United Vaad—with the 
support of every Orthodox rabbi 
in the community—has been the 
sole supervisor of kashrut. 


LAST MONTH Food Fair 
stores placed kosher poultry in 
non-kosher markets against the 
decision of the Vaad (NJP, Nov. 
15, 22). The Vaad balked, and 
last week withdrew its super- 
vision of all Food Fair stores. 
Food Fair stores announced 
this week that its markets would 
be under the “strict supervision 
of the Orthodox Vaad Hakash- 
ruth of Florida, with Rabbi Dr. 
Isaac Hirsch Ever as its direc- 
tor.” 

Rabbi 
PCST and 


Tibor Stern told The 
OPINION that the 
new Vaad was not recognized 
“as far as tradition and law is 
concerned.” He pointed out that 
all Orthodox rabbis here have 


banned the dual Vaad. The 
Food Fair shohtim have been 
brought in from _ outside the 
community. I have asked to 


talk with the shohtim, but have 
been turned down. After de- 
liberation, the United Vaad has 
declared all Food Fair poultry 
treif, not only here in Miami, 
but throughout the world.” 


RABBI STERN further stated 
that Rabbi Ever had been ousted 
from the United Vaad, and also 
from the Greater Miami Rab- 
binical Association.

Probe Hears 


Supervision Is ‘Scandal’ 


recent establishment of a state-

Now, however, in the wake of 
a kosher butchers’ strike, follow- 
ing the Haredim group’s sus- 
pension of two butchers for al- 
leged violations, the Beth Din 
Ha-Ir, working in co-operation 
with the LAJCC, is conducting a 
public investigation of kashrut.

EVIDENCE presented in the 
past week under religious oath 
has spread a record of kashrut 
violations before the public eye. 
Mashgihim (inspectors of kash- 
rut) have stated that current in- 
spection is a farce, that scalding 
(forbidden under kashrut) has 
replaced dry plucking of chick- 
ens, Shohet’ testimony hag 
pointed out that chickens were 
scalded in water 130 degrees in 
violation of kashrut. Inspectors’ 
testimony described being barred 
from the work areas during 
slaughtering and preparing op- 
erations, One shohet was dis- 
missed the morning after his 
testimony. 

Precipitating the latest events 
was the dismisal of two shohetim 
by a plant under disqualification 
edict of Rabbi Etner’s group. 

A one-week stoppage by AFL 
Butchers Union Local 563, which 
the dismissed  shohetim _ be. 
longed to, ended under pressure 
of a company-sought injunction, 
In that period the city was on 
the eve of a shortage of kosher 
meat. The dismissed men are 
still not back at work, though 
the stoppage is over. 


IT WAS AT this point that 
the LAJCC offered to arbitrate 
to solve the conflict between the 
union and Rabbi Etner’s dis- 
qualification order. Rejection 
was made by the Rabbi in a let- 
ter to the LAJCC calling it “a 
pronouncement of Rabbinic law 
which tolerates no compromises, 
and cannot be the object of 
bargaining.” Introduction of 
other local Orthodox rabbis was 
strenuously opposed in strong 
language ‘containing accusations 
of non-Orthodox behavior. 

The air has been hot with re- 
criminations and unsavory char- 
acterizations. 

In the next few days it is ex- 
pected that the Beth Din Ha-Ir 
will conclude its investigation of 
kashrut, and the possibility of 
a “Psak Din,” a rabbinic decree 
banning all meats called kosher 
by Rabbi Etner’s Beth Din looms 
large. 

Though invited, Rabbi Etner’g 
group has not appeared before 
the investigation, refusing to 
recognize its authority, or any

NEW YORK (NJP) — “The 
confusion of art with public rela- 
tions” hangs over every Jewish 
writer and conspires to prevent 
him from describing Jewish life 
as it is. 


THIS WAS the charge made 
by Alfred Kazin, author, critic, 
and teacher, at a workshop on 
“The Jewish Writer as a Social 
Critic of the Jewish Life” at the 
two-day Jewish Writers confer- 
ence here, sponsored by the Jew- 
ish Book Council and the Theo- 
dor Herzl Institute. 

“The professional watchdogs 
over ‘Jewish’ literature see the 
Jewish community as always be- 
leaguered, isolated behind a wall 
over which various traitors in- 
side the Jewish community, 
called writers, throw messages 
to the outside wall,’ Kazin said. 


“IT IS, ironically enough, the 
liberal Gentile, the kind of philo- 
Jew who discourages ‘criticism’ 
of Jewish life by Jews. It is 
this type of liberal, as I can 
testify, who in many a publish- 
ing house keeps the Jewish 
writer from his wish to describe 
Jewish life as it is. . . . He is 
urged to present Jews not as 
the human beings he knows but 
as the sentimental stereotypes 
that outsiders will recognize— 
and accept,” Kazin said. 

Apart from the _ traditional 
threats to the integrity of the 
Jewish writer, Kazin commented, 
“there is one that stems from 
the current prosperity and eco- 
nomic importance of Jews in 
America.”

the Jew “is the man of large 
aflairs, the corporation lawyer, 
the movie producer, the whisky 
manufacturer, the _ publisher. 
Frankly, Jews in America today 
are too wealthy, too powerful, 
to be ‘attacked’ as they would 
conceive it, by any literary por- 
trait of the Jewish middle class. 
“But on every hang this new 
middle-class existence cries out 
for satire.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Eminent 
British novelist Louis Golding, 
author of “Mr. Emanuel, Mag- 
nolia Street,” and more than 50 
other works, condemned the 
“treatment of Sholem Asch for 
his case of Christianismus” as “a 
mournful, disgraceful phenom- 
enon.” 

“WE JEWS,” Mr. Golding said, 
“have survived the even more 
formidable competition of the 
New Testament....A Jew must 
not be condemned if he is not 
capable of dealing with Jewish 
themes.” 

Mr. Golding spoke before an 
overflow audience at the clos- 
ing symposium of the two-day 
Jewish Writing Conference at 
the Herzl Institute here. 

“You won't create a genius by 
laying down the law,” he said, 
“The greatest novel on a Jewish 
theme, “Joseph in Egypt,” was 
written by a non-Jew, Thomas 
Mann.” 

Author-editor Marvin Lowen- 
thal, characterized the condem- 
nation of Sholem Asch as “pro- 
vincialism.” 

OF ASCH’S three volumes, 
only the “Nazarene” is of real 
literary value, Mr. Lowenthal 
contended, but “it is provincial 
to say that Sholem Asch cannot 
write about heroes of Christian 
life. It is provincial to worry 
about what the other fellow 
thinks. We must be true to our- 
selves, not worry about what the 
non-Jew will think. We are too 
afraid to be ourselves.” 

Michael Blankfort, a_ play- 
wright, novelist and Hollywood 
scriptwriter, declared “the time 
ig past when it was necessary 
for the American Jewish writer 
to ask: “Is it good for the Jews? 
“THE ARTIST must have a 
high degree of responsibility to 
really know what he is writing 
about, to root himself in the 
profoundest human experience. 
Then it is up to the reader to 
say where the artist has failed 
—and perhaps the failures lie 
among the readers whose artistic 
sensitivity is not high enough.”

Such clubs were never in- 
tended to substituie for formal 
education, and indeed, usually 
attracted young people who had 


managed to avoid any contact 
with Hebrew schoois, Talmud 
Torahs or synagogue schools. 


For such youth, these clubs were 
the principal sources of introduc- 
tion to Jewish life. 

Even those which prided them- 
selves on the absence of Jewish 
content in their programs, more | 
often than not found themselves | * 
involved in Jewish community 


all the educational value of such | 
content. Those which were affili- 
ated with national bodies, to be 
sure, were on the receiving end 
of a constant stream of program 
material designed to present 
aspects of Jewish life in pal- 
atable, attractive and entertain- 
ing fashion. This was education 
on an informal level, but educa- 
tion nevertheless. 


NEITHER SHOULD one min- 
imize the value of such clubs in 
introducing the young people to 
the elementary principles of or- 
ganizational structure and de- 
mocracy. Here we learned for 
the first time what parliamen- 
tary procedure meant. The bitter 
struggles over points of order, or 
the admissability of substitute 
motions, served not only to 
sharpen our minds, but also to 
school us in democracy in action.

JERUSALEM (NJP) —A 
Czechoslovak court -has_ sen- 
tenced Dr. Bernat Farkas, chief 
rabbi of Bohemia and Moravia, 
to two years’ imprisonment in a 
secret trial, a traveler from 
Prague, Czechoslovakia, told the 
Jerusalem Post.

JERUSALEM (NJP) — The 
younger generation of Germans 
should be given a chance to 
prove itself guiltless of Hitler’s 
crimes, said Joachim Lipschitz, 
Socialist member of the West 
Berlin Senate, at a press con- 
ference here. 


“I personally believe they will 
stand the test,” he added. 

Anti-Semitism has not com- 
pletely died out in Germany, he 
said, but it is not typical of the 
feelings and outlook of most 
Germans.

Jewish Women 


Get Cancer 


Less Than Non-Jewish 


By NORMAN MELNICK 

CLEVELAND, O. (NJP)—A 
team of medical researchers re- 
ported last week that Jewish 
women are afflicted by cancer 
of the uterine cervix much less 
frequently than _ non-Jewish 
women, 

Dr. Lucas J. Durham of the 
National Cancer Institute and 
Dr. Harold F. Dorn of the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute and Dr. 
Harold F. Dorn of the National 
Institute of Health made their 
report at the 85th annual meet- 
ing of the American Public 
Health Association. 


THEIR RESEARCH bolstered 
previous but less conclusive find- 
ings by other medical investi- 
gators. Cancer of the cervix is 
the second biggest cause of can- 
cer in women. 

The researchers reported that 
their findings were based on the 
study of 3,514 women in both 
New York City and Israel. The 
project covered a_ three-year 
period. 

Drs. Durham and Dorn found 
nearly four times the rate of in- 
cidence of cancer of the cervix 
(the neck of the womb) among 
non-Jewish women as compared 
with Jewish. 

Significantly, the Jewish rate 
—4.8 per 100,000— was the same 
in New York as it was in Israel, |. 
despite difference in customs and 
geography. 

The rate for non-Jewish white 
women was 17.3 per 100,000. 


INCIDENCE OF this type of 
cancer was found to be highest 
among Puerto Ricans living in 
New York—111.3 per 100,000. The 
rate in non-whites was 54.5. 


Drs, Dunham and Dorn em- 
phasized that their findings were 
still “preliminary” in nature. 
However, they said the findings, 
elicited under rigid scientile con- 
ditions, did indicate a signficant 
dfference, 

The reasons for the variations 
among the different groups have 
not been scientifically established 
as yet.

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JEWISH COACHES ADD NEW 
CHARGES OF DISCRIMINATION

NEW YORK (NJP) — Two 
Jewish Brooklyn College athletic 
instructors who earlier charged 
(NJP, Nov. 1) bias in job pro- 
motions this week added charges 
that Columbia University gradu- 
ates are favored for promotions 
at the Brooklyn school. 

This is the latest development 
in the case of Morris “Tubby” 
Raskin and Arthur Musicant vs. 
the New York City board of 
higher education. 

In a “fight against discrimina- 
tion,” the two have haled the 
board into the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the State Supreme Court.

There is, in our opinion, a very simple solution for the af EDITOR’S CHAIR sla 


problem highlighted by the controversy in Miami over 
Jewish children who absented themselves from school on 
holidays, but failed to show up at religious services. 

To stop it, Rabbi Tibor Stern devised the system of 
cards to be given to the children at services, which they 
in turn would hand in to school teachers as evidence that 
they had in fact been present at services. 

The objection is a valid one. This is a tie between 
the public school and the synagogue, and as such lays the 
way open to other and perhaps serious infractions of the 
rule of church and state separation. 

The solution we suggest is that the parents of the 
Jewish children be educated only to give excuses to their 
children which are valid. This means that the parent 
would go through the normal procedure of writing a note 
in the case of any absence and stating honestly that the 
child attended services or not. The school rules out un- 
explained absences and always has done so, so there is no 
change of any kind needed. 

The change is in the honesty of the parent. 


ORTHODOXY TO FLOWER 


The development of Orthodoxy into a kind of religious 
experience which will fill the needs of the Jew who lives 
in the atomic age is probably before us. 

We are on the threshhold of the greatest advance in 
Orthodoxy since the Hassidic movement. 

Two factors indicate the approach of this kind of 
flowering of Orthodoxy. 

One is positive and might be mentioned first, although 
it may be the weakest of the two influences that are bring- 
ing about the conditions that would indicate change. is in 
the offing. 

For the past several hundred years Orthodoxy has 
been on the continuous defense, yielding only where it had 
to, and hardly creative in the sense of filling the needs of 
the times. This probably was inevitable in terms of the 
kind of almost universal agnosticism which has been the 
overriding ideological assumption of the industrial revolu- 
tion. 

But now, with the rebirth of Israel, and the firm hold 
Orthodoxy has been able to achieve, it should soon be 
able to proceed from strength. It no longer has to fear 
change in the knowledge that change in the past has meant 
only one thing—a watering down of commitments. 

It can seek to make Orthodoxy meaningful in the 
new world in which it must live. It can think in terms 
of new horizons for religion and new goals and challenges 
which it must meet. Out of this new confrontation, and 
new feeling of confidence, growth may be inevitable. 

The second factor which points to the revitalization 
of the creative process in Orthodoxy is Conservatism’s 
embedding itself deep in observance. 

When both Reform and Conservatism were at the 
mercy of the laymen who only thought in terms of ac- 
commodating themselves to conditions around them re- 
gardless of the needs of a vibrant religion, Orthodoxy 
nad no alternative but to hold fast to the strictest kind of 

‘interpretation of the law. The fear of being swept away 
by the onrushing growth of Reform and Conservatism 
made Orthodoxy think in terms of only one thing—holding 
the fort. 

But today Orthodoxy is already finding it possible 
to incorporate some of the strengthening innovations of 
Reform. Just to name two—Friday night services and 
confirmation—gives one the idea here. This need then to 
meet the challenge of Reform and Conservatism has been 
a spur to Orthodoxy. 

In this process, growth will be inevitable, and the 
chances are that Orthodoxy will flower in the Diaspora as 
it will flower in Israel. 


NEED ADDITIONAL GUIDE 


No one will question the advance registered in the 
adoption by the Conservative movement of the standards 
of synagogue practice. 

Although there are some points, especially that where 
the rabbi is given uncontested authority in the realm of 
religious practice in his own synagogue, where one might 
want less authoritarianism, on the whole what the stand- 
ards hope to achieve is very desirable from almost all 
standpoints. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that what is being 
reaffirmed is merely a set of ethics which actually should 
not need reaffirming in synagogue life. 

A different question is: What is expected of the in- 
dividual Jew—in the way of Jewish practice today? 

Just as in the case of a set of values for synagogue 
activities, which actually should not be necessary, so the 
same could be said about the individual Jew. He should 
know, as the child of his forefathers and the heir of the 
Prophets, what is expected of him. 

Unfortunately, though, he is at a loss in this respect. 

The Jew of today flounders around a great bit. He 
may even want to be observant, but doesn’t know how 
and is too embarrassed to inquire. 

Perhaps like in the case of Maimonides and his eight 
steps to perfect charity, a similar system of attainment in 
the field of Judaism might be set up. 

The rabbis always said that each generation must in- 
terpret the laws of Judaism to serve the needs of the time. 
The need for today is to tell the Jew what is expected of 
him. We might be startled by the willingness of most 


dews to comply. 








REGARDLESS OF WHAT the end result 


* will be—which we hope will be the fructifica- 


tion of the entire United States Jewish com- 
munity—it must be obvious that the renais- 
sance of Judaism in the United States will 
be a product of the educated group in Juda- 
ism. 

If you accept this premise, then you 
look to the Jews in the scholastic world, those 
at our Jewish institutions of learning and 
the Jewishly alert lay leaders to see what the 
Jewish community of the future may be like. 

You check with the Jewish intellectuals 
to see if they still reject everything Jewish 
as pure superstition without knowing what it 
is that they reject. 

THE ANSWER WILL have to be, we 
think, that a change has come over the Jew- 
ish intellectual and if he isn’t today a strong 
advocate of complete observance, neither is 
he throwing stones or is he so sure that 
everything in this world will be answered 
in time by science. 

If he hasn’t found the great truths and 
beauties of Judaism to be the eternal verities 
or the developments in the human procession 
toward Utopia as important to civilization as 
scientific achievements, then he at least isn’t 
scornful and self-assured in his rejection as 
he once was. 

We are led to these thoughts by a letter 
which we received well over a year ago from 
Rabbi Shalom Eisenbach, telling of the in- 
terest on his campus—the University of Con- 
necticut—among the Jewish intellectuals on 
the faculty in things Jewish. This reminds 
us also of the time on the campus of the 
University of Indiana, when out of 21 mem- 
bers of the faculty who were known to be 
Jews, only two admitted it openly. 


Rabbi Eisenbach is director of the Hillel 


Foundation at the Connecticut school. 
He writes: 
“FIVE YEARS AGO, after my first 
year as Director of the Hillel Foundation 
at the University of Connecticut, only 


sided on the campus. We organized a 
Sunday school and monthly meeting group 
for cultural and social programs. usually 
held at my home. Now, we have almost 
60 members meeting monthly at the beau- 
tiful Hillel House; monthly study groups 
meeting in various homes for discussion 
and study of Jewish topics (French pro- 
fessor lectured on Napoleon’s Sanhedrin, 
education instructor on the day _ school- 
public school questions, psychologist on 
the emotional character of ethnic groups, 
etc.) plus a full curriculum for the more 
than 30 children who learn Sundays and 
during the week, taught, incidentally by 
Mrs. Eisenbach and a number of college 
students who are prepared by the director. 

“We have in our group apart from 
the various instructors a professor in 
French, Dr. I. Silver, who is working 
presently in Paris on a Ford Foundation 
grant; personnel administrator of the 
University, Sumner Cohen and a psychia- 
trist working in the near-by Mansfield 
training school, Dr. S. Lipnitzky. 

“I AM NATURALLY very proud of 
this group because of the warmth and 
intellectual climate which prevades every 
meeting. I feel that very few other 
communities can claim of such a dis- 
tinguished membership and of such 
diversified training and interests. It is 
most rewarding to hear a physics pro- 
fessor discuss the Book of Job; an Eng- 
lish instructor tackling the problem of 
the Jewish student's attitude toward his 
religion, etc. 

“Tncidentally, we have none of the 
trappings of synagogual procedures, Mem- 
bership dues are at a minimum; there 
are no financial expenditures for a rabbi 
or head teacher and no taxes of any kind. 
What is left over at the conclusion of 
the year is given to the Hillel House for 
the purchase of books, office equipment 
and the like. 

“If you should be interested in more 
information on this group I shall be 
happy to send it along. My purpose in 
writing you this is primarily to encour- 
age other small groups anywhere in the 
country to make the effort to organize 
such and similar groups for the perpetu- 
ation of Jewish life in America. Nothing 
will do as much for Jewish survival as 
— Jewish groups on a permanent 
asis.” .

Jacob’s Wrestling — 
Symbol of Jewish Dynamism 
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VAYISHLAH:

Jacob’s struggle with the angel at Jab- 
bok is the prime symbolic testimony of the 
dynamism of Judaism, Dr. Leo Baeck once 
wrote: “It we come to the Old Testament 
from Greek antiquity and the Middle Ages, 
it is as though we are entering a different 
world. We leave the temple 
of ideas and the house of 
the cult and enter the world 
of life, the struggle of Ethos 
and Pathos; from the cos- 
mos of being we come into 
the becoming that wants to 
be a cosmos, from the en- 
closed space we emerge 
upon the endless path.” 

AS WE MOVE into the 
Rabbi Weinstein time of year when Hanuka 
confronts Christmas, it may help us appreci- 
ate the stiff-necked virtue of the Pharisees 
that they ‘withstood the blandishments of 
Hellenism and the cult of beauty and the 
adoration of the image. For it is true that 
as the Greek world celebrated the complete 
and perfected work of art, the Christianity of 
Paul celebrated the complete and perfected 
act of salvation. The two cultures join in the 
worship of the image. As beauty is forever 
completed in the ageless youth on _ the 
Grecian urn, so is man’s life and destiny for- 
ever and utterly absorbed in the one great 
act of ultimate salvation on the cross. 

It is no accident that the trinity is a 
Christian application of Platonism, and that 
Medieval scholasticism pays homage to the 
fixed, schematic logic of Euclid. Nor is it 
an accident that the rediscovery of the Old 
Testament by the Protestant reformers helped 
prepare the moral climate for Kepler’s and 
Galileo’s attack on the closed system of 
Euclid. 

THERE IS SOMETHING in the Jewish 
spirit that does not like the rigidity of fixed 
and finished things. Creation is renewed 
daily. God cannot be seen nor described}; 
man can only aspire to His greatness. The 
event is dissolved in the fluidity of time, and 
time turns upon itself like a snake that 
swallows its tail. Making graven images 
was blasphemy not only because God was 
cabined and confined, but because the very 





blossoming and mobile essence of life was 
trussed and straight-jacketed in the image. 
Not the hatred for Jupiter Capitolinus’ so 
much as the loving loyalty to the resilient 
ambiency of being provoked the volcanic re- 
bellion against the Antiochan decree. 

CONSIDER HOW EASILY the verb 
tenses in Hebrew are converted by a mere 
vav from past to future and future to past! 
In God’s ever-ongoing Oneness, we resent even 
the categories of time. And while we rec- 
ognize that there is a distance between God 
and man, that distance is never so absolute 
that it cannot be bridged by acts of holiness. 
Jacob’s wrestling with the angel is Juda- 
ism’s way of saying that man is engaged in 
constant struggle with the Almighty; that 
the Almighty and All-Holy lets Himself be 
struggled with; yes, that He even lets Him- 
self be conquered that man might become 
His champion. 

Judaism offers no complete salvation in 
the fixed formula of absolute truth or in a 
single act of faith. It offers only a constant 
tension between God and man, the infinite 
and the finite, the eternal and the temporal 
Its Sabbath is a moving equilibrium; its re- 
conciliation a truce, a pause to ever more 
meaningful victories. Jacob limps from the 
struggle, the hand of the adversary forever 
set upon the hollow of his thigh. But he 
bears the blessing and the blessing is but 
the unresting compulsion to search more 
diligently the path,, the way to good, to 
truth, to peace.

RABBI GOLDSTEIN SAYS 


IN SCIENCE, 


PREJUDICE has caused this 
nation’s reported lag in applied 
science behind Russia, Rabbi Is- 
rael Goldstein of New York’s 
Congregation B’nai Jeshurun 
charged in a sermon. 

“How many 
scientists were 
turned away 
irom the 
shores of this 
great nation 
because of re- 
stricting immi- 
gration laws?” 
Rabbi _ Gold- 
stein, president 

Goldstein of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress _ asked. 
“How many promising Negro 
children are denied an oppor- 
tunity to develop their skills? 
Why do we still differentiate 
among national origins?” 

Rabbi Goldstein criticized Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s speeches to 
the nation on science and tech- 
nology as lacking a note ot 
challenge to the American 
people, 

“We need to be prepared for 
a vastly more expensive program 
of defense in the new armament 
era in which we live that will re- 
quire an increased tax burden 
and a shift of emphasis away 
from -comforts and_ luxuries 
toward heavy industry,” he said.

THE NEED for a “balanced 
education” despite increased sci- 
entific emphasis was brought out 
by Rabbi Israel Miller. 

Speaking at the Kingsbridge 
Heights Jewish Center in the 
Bronx, New York, he said that 
“many of our educators are wor- 
ried” about the “equally dis- 
tressing danger to our demo- 
cratic way of life of the over- 
emphasis of science and the 
weakening of the humanities.” 

“We, too, fear an imbalance in 
education,” he said, “but it lies 
in forgetting that ‘the begin- 
ning of wisdom is the fear of 
the Lord.’”

TEL AVIV
